ASSASSINATED. 


Another Bloody Murder in the 
Antelope Valley. 


G.F. BECKET KILLEDIN HIS CABIN 


Near Fairmont—Robbery Suspected 
as the Motive-—The Case in 
the Hands of the 
Officers. 


~ 


Intelligence reached this city yester- 
day that a murder had been committed 
in Antelope Valley. Justice Livesey 
of Fairmont townsbip wrote to Dis- 
trict Attorney Kelly a statement of the 
case, which is substantially as follows: 

“On last Thursday morning, about 
9:30 @clock, Richard Mayne, a near 
neighbor, went over to the cabin of G. 
F. Becket, and found Becket lying on 
the floor dead, his face covered with 
blood; there was a pool of blood on the 
floor, and there was a bullet hole in the 
side of the house, showing that 
it was fired in the house. The 
bullet entered just behind the 
right ear of the deceased, 
coming out at his nose. Deceased ap- - 
parently died without a struggle. 
There was found a lamp on the table, 
and a paper, which he had evidently 
been reading, was at his feet covered 
with blood, showing that he had been 
shot from behind and at night while 
sitting at his table reading. The body 


» when found. was in a decomposed con- 


dition, showing that the man had been 
dead several days. Deceased was last 
seen alive on Monday, the 8th inst., 
and on Thursday morning the corpse 
was found.”’ 

Justice Livesey further states in his 
letter that the Coroner’s jury which 
he summoned to hold the inquest 
made a diagram of the premises 
and made othes examinations 
to be used as ‘evidence. They 
found that the watch and gun of de- 
ceased were missing. His trunk had 
been taken to the stable and ransacked 
in search of valuables, and the bank 
check books of deceased had been 
taken. It was known that deceased 
had money on deposit in a Los An- 

eles bank, also with Sutro & Co., 

an Francisco. The banks have been 
mentee. not to cash any checks in the 
name of G. F. et. 

On examination of the surroundi 
the prints of mule tracks coming from 
the north side of the valley toward the 
house were found, and mule tracks 
were seen going from the house—the 
tracks plainly showing that the mule 
was urged at a great speed. 
There seems to be no other clew, 
and no well-founded suspicion, only 
that the murder was committed for.

The decadence of the modern stage

That the managers of a local society 
which makes claim to high respecta- 
bility should rent their ball for such a 
debasing entertainment as this is re- 
markable, not to say scandalous. They 
may say that they did not give the en- 
tertainment, but all the same: they 
rented the hall knowing for what pur- 
pose it would be used, and allowed 
posters to be displayed on the 
premises. That a convenient fainting 
fit resulted in faking the audience, 
and bringing this exhibition to an un- 
timely close before it was well begun, 
inno wise exonerates the immediate 
managers of the Illinois Hall Associa- 
tion from the responsibility of. drag- 
ging the society into the gutter; pan- 
dering to the most depraved tastes, and 
insulting respectable families who have 
been in the habit of attending per- 
formances at that hall. 


GEN. LEE’S OPINION OF REBEL- 
LION. 


The Cincinnati Gazette has just un- 
earthed the following letter from Gen. 
Robert E. Lee to his son, written on 
January 23, 1861. It shows that Gen. 
Lee, one of the worthiest men who 
ever drew his sword in a wrong cause, 
was not, at that late date, a believer 
in rebellion. The expressions against 
secession are stronger than any from 
him, heretofore printed: 

As ‘an American citizen, I take great 
pride in my country, her prosperity and in- 
stitutions, and would defend~my State i 
her rights were invaded. But I can antici- 
pate no greater calamity for the country 
than dissoiution of the Union. It would be 
an accumulation of all the evils we com- 
plain of, and 1 am willing to sacrifice every- 
thing but henor for its preservation. Seces- 
sion is nothing but revolution. The fram- 
ers of our Constitution would not have ex- 
hausted’ so much labor, wisdom and for- 
bearance, and surrounded it with so many 
guards and securities, if it were intended 
to be broken by every member of 
the Confederacy at will. It was in- 
tended for perpetual union, 80 ex- 
pressed in the preamble, and for 
the establishment of a government, not a 
compact, which can only be dissolved by 
revolution or the consent of all the people 
in convention assembied. It is idle to talk 
of secession. Anarchy would have been’ 
established and not government by Wasb- 
ington, Hamilton, Jefferson, Madison and 
the other patriots of the Revolution. Still, 
a Union that can only be maintained by 
swords and bayonets, and ich strife 
and civil war are of broth~ 
erly love and kindness, has no charm for 
me. I shall mourn for my country and for 
the welfare and progress of mankind. If 
the Union is dissolved and the Government 
disrupted, | shall return to my native State 
and share the miseries of my people, and 
save in its defense, will draw my sword on 
none. 


The man who wrote this letter would 
surely not have approved the attempt 
to revive rebellious sentiment which 
was made at the recent unveiling of 
his statue at Richmond. 


Vick’s MAGAZINE, a leading floral 
paper published in the East, says: 


Californians favor the eschschoitzia, or 
California poppy, fer the floral emblem of 
their State. There is a legend that the 
name of the entrance of the Bay of San 
Francisco, the straits called Golden Gate, 
was given iton account of the sight of 
masses of flowers of California poppy-like 
sheets of gold on the foothills. 


This is the first time that we have 
seen this explanation of the name of 
the Golden Gate. 


Tue London police threaten to strike 
if the resignation of the Chief of Police 
is accepted. A strike of the London 
police would create a big scare among 
the citizens of the immense metropolis 
which they guard. There are thou- 
sands in that city who are only re- 
strained from acts of violence by the 
omnipresent blue-coat. 


Tue effort to establish reading-rooms 
in the vicinity of saloons in the poorer 
districts of Washington City is meet- 
ing with strong opposition from the 
saloon-keepers. The saloon does not 
favor any kind of missionary operation 
that tends to quickening the intelli- 
gence or improving the morals of the 
race.

LAY SERMONS. 


Life is the time for work. It is not 
the time for rest. And what work 
there is for us todo! Weare all of us 
builders, architects, and every day we 
are cutting, and chiseling, and mould- 


acter. Weare shaping not alone our 
own lives, but the lives of all others 
with whom we come in contact. . 

The great Cathedral at Cologne has 
been more than six hundred years in 
building’ From generation to genera- 
tion, through these long centuries, 
men have wrought upon its 
roof, its. walls, its spires, 
its naves, and aisles and portals and 
arches, until it is the largest and most 
splendid specimen of gothic architect- 
ture in the world. Its towers are 
more than five hundred feet in height, 
and about them sometimes the ciouds 
gather, and the storm beats, and the 
lightnings flash, yet calm and grand 
they stand unvexed by the storm and 
unharmed by the lightnings. Their 
héads are in the sky. Earth is be- 
néaththem. It is the upper air that 
is aboutthem. In the cathedral’s for- 


est of pinnacles the birds sing, 
and there the first - golden 
rays of the morning flash 


in their glowing radiance. We go across 
the seas to look upon this marvel of 
human skill, and we reverence and ad- 
mire the splendor of human effort that 
is embodied in it. But that magnifi- 
cent structure is built only for time. 
By-and-by its splendor will be all 
dimmed. By-and-by when the world 
grows old and mortal things decay, it 
will pass forever and be no more. 

But not so the imperishable struct- 
ure which we are every day building— 
the immortal cathedral of human 
character. When the firmament shall 
melt with fervent heat, and 
the earth be dissolved and the 
heavens pass away with a great noise, 
then, untouched by elemental change, 
unshaken by the death-throes of a 
passing world, that which we have 
built will stand forth either in beauty 
or deformity, an eternal monument of 
what we are. ' 

Both good and bad material for 
our building is before us, and we are 
morally free to choose what shall en- 
ter it. If the material which wo se- 
lect is unfit for a marble structure the 


¢ | fault rests with us alone, for in this 


matter of choice we are absolutely in- 
dependent. Let us look at some of 
the objectionable material which too 
often enters into the structure of a 
character. 

There is falsehood, and who can 
build well with that for a foundation? 
It is like the round and slippery peb- 
ble which will not stay in its place; 
like brick without mortar which can 
never be made firm. It is foul, offen- 
sive, and it will blacken the whole 
wall, however sv carefully we may en- 
deavor to make it seem fair. Just as 
reasonably might the artist hope to 
succeed in painting the glowing beauty 
of the sunrise, or the fair and delicate 
tints of beauty’s cheeks if he had only 


can hope to 
character if falsehood or deceit enters 
anywhere into its structure. If we 
take the mortar of deceit and the bricks 


as we may, polish them with smooth 
words, and gild them with shining 
promises, our cathedral will be one of 
dishonor and shame. 

It reyuires constant watchfulness in 
this character-building to guard 
against the so-called small flaws that 
may enter into it. There is a place 
of entrance that we must always watch, 
and that is “The door of our 
lips.” There is no prayer that we 
more often need to raise than this, 
“Lord, help me to keep the door of my 
lips.” A thousand temptations enter 
in there, and numberless false build- 
ers with their material for destruction. 

But before we can build well and 
wisely we must examine well what we 
have got to build upon. We must 
have strong foundations for right char- 
acter, and if the foundations are se- 
cure we need have no fear for the su- 
per-structure. We need the polished 
marble of truth; the unyielding 
mortar of courage; the strong arch of 
determination; the high transept of 
conscience; the pinnacles and the spires 
of faith; the unyielding roof of hope. 
Grander than earth’s mightiest cathe- 
drals; richer than the domes and 
temples of all Christendom; more per- 
fect in outline, more harmonious in 
design, more beautiful in finish, is the 
character which is built upon Chris- 


tian endeavor: 

O, the magnificence of such a temple. 
It is there that the spirit of God dwells 
There Hope sits and sinj,s her sweetest 
strains through ali ages; there Faith 
looks through the veil and beholds the 
glories of the eternal years; there Love 
is crowned; there ihe hosts of sin are 
conquered; there rises the sweet in- 
cense of prayer; there dewy-eyed Hu- 
mility kneels, and Charity, in her 
white robes, is ever ready to succor. 
Peace,. too, is there, angel-winged, 
and Mercy stands with tender,. out- 
stretched hand, ready to bless. Itisa 
temple that will stand through the 
eternal years, approved and accepted 
by the Divine Architect. O, character 
building! In all the wide domain of 
architecture there “is nothing that 
equals itin importance; planets, and 
suns, and mighty constellations are 
formed by the Eternal Builder, yet 
they are as nothing in the scale when 
compared with the splendor of the 


Christian character. O, builders 
of today, let the temples which 
you rear be those of truth and 


righteousness. Remember that each 
act and word, however small, enters 
into that enduring structure which each 
day is taking shape and growing into 
splendor, or which will stand forever a 
monument to your confusion and 
shame. Build wisely with noble deeds; 
with earnest purposes; with simple 
acts of kindness, which shall be like 
the polished stones of the temple, and 
let the towers of your faith rise above 
the clouds, and let the foundations of 
your building be the rock of eternal 
truth. 

Build, build my soul, build high,

Byidence in the Castac Murder 


Case All In. 


BEGIN ON MONDAY, 


The Cass of Jose Yorba, the San 
Gabriel Slayer—Story of the 
Shooting of Jesus Fig- 
ueroa—Notes. 


The testimony in the famous Chor- 
micle and Gardner murder trial was 
finished yesterday, and it will not be 
long until the defendants know their 
fate. The proceedings yesterday were 


tame, nothing of especial interest be- | 


ing elicited. During the morning and 
for an hour in the afternoon, the pros- 
ecution introduced witnesses in re- 
buttal; mostly as to the reputation of 
the deceased Dolores Cook for peace 
and quiet. The line of witnesses in 
rebuttal on this point have not been 
as strong as those for the defense, who 
testified as to Cook’s bad reputation. 

Jailer Darcy was called to fix the 
date when the defendants were 
brought to the County Jail, in order to 
rebut the testimony of Sheriff Riley 
of Ventura county, as to the length of 
time which had elapsed since the shoot- 
ing of Cook and Walton in Castac 
cafion until they were taken into cus- 
tody by him. He thought it was about 
five days, when on the witness stand, 
and it was shown to have been several 
“7 more than that. 

here were one or two witnesses 
called by the prosecution, who testified 
that Mrs. Martinez could not have 
seen the lumber pile from the point 
where sho said she stood when she wit- 
nessed the shooting. 

THE SCENE OF TIE SHOOTING. 

Ex-County Surveyor Goldsworthy, 
who was called by the prosecution, did 
not doit much good.. Instead of cor- 
roborating the testimony of the wit- 
nesses who testified that Mrs. Mar- 
tinez could not see the lumber pile 
from where she stood, he swore posi- 
tively that after a careful inspection of 
the ground he was prepared to say that 
Bhe could get a view. not only of the 
lumber pile, but of the entire scene. 
The witness also testified that Thomas 
Riley had informed him that he was 
fully forty feet across the ravine at the 
time of the shooting, while Riley on 
bis direct examination testified that 
he was in a different position. 

THE EVIDENCE CLOSED. 

When the prosecution closed, the de- 
fense announced that they did not wish 
to introduce any rebuttal evidence. 

The Court then announced that he 
does not consider it necessary for the 

ury to visit the scene of the tragedy. 

e adjourned court until Monday 
morning, when the arguments in the 
case will begin. He stated that he de- 
sires the counsel on both sides to have 
their instructions ready before the ar- 
guments begin. The jury was kept 
together, with the exception of one 
juror, who was allowed to go home on 
account of the critical illness of a 
relative. When court adjourned, the 
defendants were surrounded by quite 
a number of their friends, who encour- 
oged them with hopeful words as to 

result of the trial. 
THE CASE OF SLAYER YORBA, 

Yesterday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock 
José Yorba was brought before 
Judge .McKinley upon a _ petition 
for admission to bail. Yorba was 
held to answer Thursday on the 
charge of the murder of Jesus 
Figueroa at San Gabriel last Sunday 
afternoon. The examination was held 
“ut San Gabriel, and the defendant was 
brought to the city Friday evening. 
He was represented yesterday by bis 
attorneys, Messrs. Shinn & Ling, while 
Mr. Hardesty was present from the 
District Attorney’s office. 

The defense went pretty well into 
the story of the killing, introducing 
two witnesses who saw it. 

THE STORY OF THE SHOOTING, 

N. J. Mendoza, godson of the de- 
fendant, was the first witness. His 
narrative of the tragedy was very cir- 
cumstantial. From his testimony, he 
Was present at the inception of the 
difliculty, Was present .during nearly 
the entire quarrels, aud present at the 
Jast scone, when the shooting took 
place. Ilis statement of all tie events 
was very clear, and was corroborated 
by the only other witness introduced. 
It satistied the Court to the extent 
that he stated from the bench that it 
Was clear that murdor in the first de- 
gree had not been committed, and it 
Was not certain whether manslaughter 
had been committed, or a plea of self- 
defense could be sustained; he there- 
fore admitted the prisoner. to bail in 
the sum of #5000. ' 

Mr. Mendoza testified that the first 
difficulty between the defendant and 
the deceased occurred in a saloon, and 
that Yorba walked away. The wit- 
ness said that in the presence of sev- 
eral others, whose names he mentioned. 
Figueroa said ho would kill Yorba or 
the latter would kill him that day, or 
before a month had passed. He went 
out and found Yorba, communicating 
the threats to him. While standing 
on the opposite side of the street. 
Figueroa came to the door of the 
saioon, Which they had left, with a 
billiard cue in his hand. He shook his 
fist at) Yorba and called him names. 
At the urgent request of the witness 
Yorba walked away and did not go 
near Figueroa. 

Mendoza said he talked with Figu- 
eroa and tried to get him to go home 
and sleep over the difficulty, telling 
him that after he slept over it he 
would be as good a friend of Yorba’s 
as before. 

Later in the afternoon tho witness 
was sitting in a chairin front of a 
hotel when he saw a stir down street 
near Jacob Liver’s saloon. He went 
down there and saw Figueroa ap- 
proaching Yorba, who was standing 
talking on the opposite side of a rail- 
ing where lférses are accustomed to be 
hitched. Mr. Yorba was talking toa 
Mr. Bailey, und ashe saw Figueroa 
coming towards him tried to ‘keep 
out of the way. Figueroa had his 
coat over bis right aud as 
he stooped to go under the railing 
the witness saw a dagger grasped in 
his hand. Ile called out to Figueroa 
not to seek trouble, and told Mr. Yorba 
not to let the deceased come near him 
because he ha@la knife. ‘The witness 
went upto Figuerog and endeavored 
to persugd® lim to go away, telling 
him that Mr. Yorba did not want aby 
trouble with bim. Figueroa denied 
having @ weapon, and Mendoza asked 
him to take his. coat from his arm. 
This he refused todo, saying it was his 
property, The witness called to Figues 
roa’s brother-in-law to persuade him 
to go away, but the latter said he was 
a@ man and could protect himself. 

As Figueroa came through the rail- 
ing, Mr: Yorba still tried tu keep out 
of the way,.and went under the railing 
on the opposite side away from Figue- 
roa, The latter came back again on 
the same side, and “advanced toward 
Yorba, bis coat over both his hands, 
Yorba pulled out©a revolver, and held

it down by dis side; he raised hiis left 
hand and motioned to Figueroa to keep 
away, telling him not to advance on 
him or he would get hurt. Figueroa 
kept on advancing, and Yorba raised 
his revolver and fired. Then he re- 
treated, and again warned Figueroa to 

The latter answered not 
a word, but took a step for- 
ward, when Yorba fired again. 
A crowd had collected and the men 
were led away. The witness saw the 
deceased walk toward the hotel. When 
he reached the gurden he dropped 
something, then turned around and 
came back. When he reached the 
crowd again he said it had been said 
that he had a weapon and he wanted 
to show them that he had not. He 
let the coat drop from his hands and 
there was no koife. ‘The witness told 
him. he had dropped it at the garden, 
and went there with a witness. On 
arriving at the spot the knife was 
found just where Figueroa had drop- 
ped something. When the witness 
came back with the knife Figueroa 
said it was a put-up job. 

Iie discovered he was bleeding and 
shortly after fell down on the street 
and was carried home, where he died, 
Thursday. 

Jacob Liver, a saloon-keeper, testi- 
fied that two minutes before the shoot- 
ing Figueroa came into his saloon with | 
hiscoatover his hands. He saw a knife 
in his right hand, about two inches of 
the blade showing under his coat. ‘The 
witness told him to go out of the sa- 
loon. He did soand the witness fol- 
lowed right out after him. His testi- 
mony of the shooting was almost iden- 
tical with that of Mr. Mendoza, except 
that he could not understand all that 
was saidin Spanish. Upon the show- 
ing made the Court took the action be- 
fore mentioned, the prosecution intro- 
ducing no testimony. 

OTHER COURT BUSINESS. 

The suit of W. Bradley et al. vs. the 
W. H. Perry Mill and Lumber Com- 
pany has taken an unexpected turn. 
The case was on trial before Judge Mc- 
Kinley and a jury last week. The 

laintiff was represented by J. Marion 

srooks, as aud the defendant by 
George J. Denis, Esq. The case is 
one where the plaintiff, Bradley, is 
suing the lumber company for $202.90, 
alleged to be due him for services in 
painting. The testimony developed 
that the plaintiff sued the wrong par- 
ties. .It was given to the jury, and 
after being out for some time it re- 
turned a verdict Friday night. It was 
not announced, however, as the jury 
fees were not forthcoming from the 
plaintiff. Yesterday. morning the fees 
having been paid into court, the ver- 
dict was read, showing it to be in favor 
of the plaintiff for the amount asked. 
The verdict was directly in the teeth 
of the instructions of the Court, and 
Judge McKinley caused the following 
order to be entered: ‘*There having 
been sucha disregard by the jury of 
the instructions of the Court, and of 
the evidence, us to satisfy the Court 
that the verdict was reached undera 
misapprehension of such instructions, 
or under the influence of passion or 
prejudice, it is ordered that the verdict 
be vacated, and a new trial granted 
herein.”’ 

Tho damage suit brought by F. Bur- 
kett vs. G@. J. Griffith, owner of the 
Los Feliz rancho, came to a sudden 
termination yesterday before Judge 
Van Dyke. The plaintiff claimed 
245,000 damages, alleging that the de- 
fendant had prevented a sale of a part 
of the ranch by circulating reports that 
he was not authorized to sell it. After 
the testimony was allin on the part of 
the plaintiff a motion for a non-suit, 
made by the defense, was granted, and 
the case went out of court.

CITY COUNCIL IN_ SESSION. 


|Plans Perfecting for a Glorious 


Fourth—Finishing Touches on 
the Library—A Lawn Party— 
Other Notes of Interest. 


A regular meeting of the City Coun- 
cil was held yesterday. The first ses- 
sion convened at 9:30 o’clock with 
President Lukens in the chair, and all 
the trustees present except Mr. Ban- 
bury. 

The minutes of the meeting of June 
7th were read and approved. 

The Committee on Auditing and 
Finance reported the bill of A. 
Northrop for the library ceiling for 
$207.25, and recommended that the 
same be paid. On motion a warrant 
was ordered drawn to that amount. 

The Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds recommended that the 
floor of the new library building be 
stained throughout, and that the bid 
of W. P. Young of $47.50 be accepted. 
Also that a corrugated iron shed be 
built on the adjoining engine-house 
for the protection of tools, etc. On 
motion the report was adopted. A bid 
for staining the floors was also received 
from Fairman & Gibbs, who agreed to 
do the work for $60. 

The Committee on Auditing and 
Finance reported against allowing the 
City Clerk 10 per cent. on the amount 
of personal property tax collected by 
him during the present fiscal year, for 
the reason that“in our present de- 
pressed financial condition we would 
not be justified in increasing the ex- 
penses of the city, and for the further 
reason that we regard the present 
salary allowed the Clerk as being fully 
as high as the financial condition of 
the city will warrant.’’ Report adopted 
and ordered filed. 

Attorney Arthur submitted a form 
of contract with Wiley & Greely and 
Allin & Reid for street-sprinkling 


work, the terms of which were ap- 
proved. 
The Committee on Auditing and 


Finance reported the bill of E. ite

Southern California is, in more than 
ene respect, like Palestine. It re-, 
sembles the Holy Lahd not only in 
latitude, in climate, in soil and in tts 
matural features, but also in being a 
“land flowing with milk and honey.” 
Not only with milk and honey, but also 
with oil—coal oil as well as olive oil— 
wine, fruits, vegetables, grain, fish, 
game and everything else that goes to 
make glad the heart of man and nour- 
ish his body and mind. Strangers 
always remark upon the profusion of 
food products in this favored section— 
upon the fact that the masses can en- 
Joy here, during the whole year, articles 
which in the East are expensive lux- 
uries during more than half the time. 

Not only recent arrivals, but our 
own citizens may learn much by an 
investigation of our home markets— 
the way in which we obtain our multi- 
form ‘‘daily bread.”” A Times repre- 
sentative bas made the rounds during 
the past week, and the result of his 
researches is both interesting and in- 
structive. 

FRUIT, “‘THE IDEAL FOOD OF MAN.”’ 

Let us commence with that food 
product for which California is most 
noted—fruit, which many assert, with

of man, in conjunction with 
grain. Certain it is that in a semi- 
tropical climate like this a free use 
ripe fruit will save many 
doctors’ bills. In this favored section 
the fruit season is not confined 
to afew monthsof the year. It ex- 
tends throughout the entire twelve 
months, and we are justified in assert- 
ing that, if there were thirteen months 
in the year, Pomona would be fully 
equal to the occassion in Southern 
California. 
it is difficult tosay when the fruit 
season really beginsin Los Angeles; 
but starting with deciduous fruits, the 
fifst that comes in is the strawberry, in 
the estimation of many the most de- 
licious of all fruits. Old Izaak Wal- 
ton said: “God undoubtedly could 
have created a better fruit, but doubt- 
less he never did.’’ We have straw- 
berries in the market ali the year 


round, in limited quantities, but the 
real season, when they are 
plentiful and cheap, lasts from 


the middie of March to the middle 
of May. Prices open at 15 cents a 
box and average about 8 cents. They 
are all grown in localities adjacent to 
the oly the Azusa strawberry being 
especially celebrated. The profits of 
strawberry culture are very large. 
Cases where over five hundred dollars 
au acre profit have been made are bj» 
no means uncommon. 

Shortly after the strawberries come 
blackberries, raspberries, currants and 
gooseberries. They are all raised in 
this neighborhood except currants, 
which come from the north, and aver- 
age a little higher in price than straw- 
berries. 

The. loquat, or Japanese pam, an 
acid fruit with a large seed, is grown 
quite extensively in this section. It 
comes in about the end of February, is 
in season for several months and ay- 
erages eight cents a pound in price. 

The guava, famous for its jelly, is 
another Asiatic importation which -is 
becoming very popular in Los Angeles. 
It _ at about the same price as the 

ua 

Jherries made their first appearance 
in our market about the last of April. 
They are great, showy fellows—more 
fleshy and less juicy than those found 
in the East. The cherry does not 
thrive in Southern California—at least, 
it bas not as yet been cultivated 
extensively. The supply all comes 
from the northern part of the State 
—San José, Haywards and  there- 
abouts. Prices average 10 cents a 


pound. 

marge follow the cherries, coming 
in about the end of Muy. Thisis one 
of the leading fruits ~ | Southern Cali- 
fornia. South of Santa Barbara, and 
witbin reach of the sea, it seems to be 
at bome. Notwithstanding this fact, 
the earliest apricots come from the 
north. Thisis accounted for by the 
fact that tlie nights are warmer in the 
interior of the State. Our cool nights 
delay the ripening of the fruit. The 
eenene at about 10 cents a pound, 
alling rapidly as the local product 
comes in, about the middieof June. In 
the height of the season, apricots can 
frequently be purchased for 24 cents a 


pound. 
Closely following on apricots come 
peaches, the efirliest arriving from the 
orth in the first days of June, after 
hich the local product ~~ lies our 
wants until late in the all. The 
range of prices is about the same as 
that of apricots, Pears are in moderate 


fruit in June, the local product lasting 
until the winter. The price averages 
about five cents a pound. Apples are 
to be had in July, and last all winter.

of Southern California was too warm 
to grow good apples, but this has been 
disproved, and it is remarkable that 
more attention is not given to the 
fruit, as at ruling prices apples must 
pay as well as oranges, while they bear 
much earlier. 

Early plums arrive from the north in 
June. The season for this fruitis a 
long one, extending to Christmas. 
They can be bought at about 5 cents a 
pound. End of July the first water- 
melons are received from the Ca- 
huenga, a strip of frostiess country be- 
tween Los Angeles and the ocean. 
They are to be had in quantity during 
two months, at prices ranging from 5 
to 25 cents apiece.

If the strawberry is the most delicate 
of fruits, the grape is undoubtedly the 
noblest. This, after the orange, is 
the leading fruit of, Southern Califor- 
nia. From July to December, the 
market abounds with them, commenc- 
ing with the Sweetwater and Black 
Hamburg and winding up with the 
showy Flame Tokay, which are in the 
market at Christmas. The price of 
the ordinary varieties ranging very low 
during theheight of the season—from 
14 to 2 cents a pound. 

Next we come to the fruit par excel- 
lence of Southern California—the gold- 
en orange. California shipped durin 
the season just closing from 2500 to 8 
carloads of oranges, all of which came 
from south of Kern county. Unfor- 
tunately, our stores do not make so 
fine a display of the best oranges as 
they might do. As is often the ¢ase in 
local markets, the best fruit is shipped 
away, buyers taking the product of an 
entire orchard, the grower reserving a 
few trees for his own use. A Los An- 
geles gentleman, when he wants to 
send his eastern friends a box of choice 
oranges, forwards his order to Chicago. 
The demand for first-class oranges is 
greater than the supply. They are in 
the market from December to May, at 
prices ranging from 10 cents a dozen 
for small seedlings to 40 cents a dozen, 


| or over, for choice Riverside navels. 


The lemon is in the market at the 
same time as the orange. Until re- 
cently the Sicily lemons were largely 


-jused here, the local product belng 


mostly thick-skinned, but experience 
bas taught our growers the best 
méthods of curing, and the market is 


pate twenty to twenty-five cents a 
ozen. 

Bananas come from Mexico and the 
Sandwich Islands. Most of the local 
supply is received from the former 
place by way of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad via El Paso. It ought to pay 
to put on a small schooner to run 
from Central America to San Pedro 
with this fruit, which sells at twenty- 
tive to forty cents, retail. 

Persimmons are in the market from 
September to Christmas, at un average 
price of five cents apound. We get 
too little frost to enjoy this fruit to 
perfection. 

Southern California is noted for its 
English walnuts. The Los Nietos 
brand is celebrated throughout the 
State. Large plantings of this nut 
have recently been madein this and 
Orange counties. The new crop comes 
in during October, and retails at 6} to 
8+ cents a pound. Almonds, for some 
reason or other, have not been exten- 
sively cultivated in this section. Our 
supply comes from the north. Soft- 
shellalmonuds are worth from 10 to 12 
cents a pound. 

VEGETABLES. 

Next we come to vegetables. Un- 
fortunately, this business is mainly in 
the hands of the Chinamen. Attempts 
have been made to dislodge them, but 
with very little success. There are 
about one hundred and twenty-five Chi- 

ese Wagons engagedin peddling vege- 
Eauies in the city. The Chinese gardens 
are in the southwestern suburbs and 
as farout as Compton. The China- 
men lease the land in tracts varying 
from twenty to one hundred and 
fifty acres in size, paying therefor from 
five to twenty dollars per acre per an- 
num. Some Chinamen have as many asa 
dozen wagons running all the time. 
Some of these men are quite intelli- 
gent, speaking good English, and are 
comparatively wealthy, having several 
thousand dollars at their command. 


‘| They evidently make their business pay. 


{t ia very hard for white men to tom- 
pote with them, as they are very oblig- 
ing and liberal in their dealing. For 
five cents a day a family of six people 
can get all the vegetables and salad 
needed, with *‘soup greens” thrown in, 
not to count the fruit which the young- 
sters of the family extract from the 
wagon while Jobn is at the door. They 
give plenty of credit and are often 
heavy losers on this account. When- 
ever a white man attempts to work u 
a route they will note the houses he 
calls at, and calling shortly afterward, 
offer vegetables at much less than the 
usual price, which policy they keep up 
until the Caucasian is tired Out and 
evacuates their territory. Every few 
years they allow themselves the luxury 
of a trip to China, where they some- 
times have a wife. 

The vegetable growing by Americans 
in this neighborhood is mostly for ship- 
ment. ‘his business is a very paying 
one in the frostless Cahuenga section. 
One of the specialties of the Cahuenga 
is early tomatoes. ‘The first tomatoes 
which reached San Francisco this year 
came from the Cahuenga and sold for 
40 cents a pound, wholesale. Tomatoes 
are inthe market nearly all the year, 
selling at from 2 cents to 25 cents a 
poune. Green chiles are also grown 

n the same section, and range in price 
from 5to 40 cents. With the excep- 
tion of cucumbers, this is about all the 
vegetables that are grown by white 
men. 

Owing to our mild climate, fresh 
vegetables may found in our 
market almost every day in the year. 
Green peas are common here when 
they are a luxury in the East, Cab- 
bages are raised in large quantities for 
export. They sell at retail for three- 


The prices of fruit remains very 


fourths to two cents a pound; string 


beans five to ten cents, green: peas the'is dri, 


price of ten cents a dozen. Aparagus 
may be had here during a large por- 
tion of the year, grown by Chinamen. 
It is too green to suit connoisseurs. 
There is no reason why we should not 
grow it' to pefection, equal to the 
French asparagus, sold in bottles. A 
white variety is imported from ‘the 
north. It selis at about five cents a 
bunch of one pound. 

It has been noted that there are 
great fluctuations in the local prices of 
onions and potatoes. When there isa 
local supply they are very cheap—as 
low as forty or fifty cents a sack—but 
as soon as that supply is gone they 
rise to three or four times 
that price. In fact, onions were re- 
cently selling at seven cents a pound; 
ibe few months before 
might have been had at half acent. It 
is claimed by some that our local 
onions and potatoes will not keep, but 
this is denied by others, who say that, 
if dug when fully matured, and pro 
erly stored, they will keep as well 
as any. The importation of 
onions and potatoes is decreasing all 
the time; in fact, as far as potatoes 
are concerned, it may be said to have 
ceased entirely. Onthe contrary, we 
shall probably ship one thousand car- 
loads of potatoes east this season. 
They are now growing an excellent 
quality in this county. One man has 
650 acres in potatoes, and another 500. 
Prices of potatoes and onions, except 
when there is an unusual scarcity, run 
from seventy-five cents to three dol- 
lars a sack, averaging about one dol- 
lar and fifty cents. 

FISH 
have been less plentiful and cheap in 
Los Angeles than ought be expected, 
considering our proximity to the ocean. 
The busiuess has hitherto been con- 
fined to a few firms, but during the 
past few days the fishermen have 
opened a market of their own and will 
supply consumers direct. They quote 
a general retail price of 10 cents a 
pound for all. the best varieties, with a 
reduction to those taking a quantity. 
Other varieties may be had at from 7 


to 8 cents. The chief varieties in our 
local market are halibut, barracouda, 
sea bass, yellow tail, rock bass, smelts 
and flounders. They -are‘ caught at 
San Pedro, Redondo Beach, Santa 
Monica and some at Oceanside—most 
of them at the first-named 
place. Of late Santa Catalina 
island has become a_ popular 
fishing ground. A large mackerel- 
fishery has been established there. 
The fish is large and of good quality, 
and is being salted for export. The 
San Pedro fishermen have an organi- 
zation numbering about seventy, and 
there are said to be fifty more in the 
business at the other places named. 

Our fresh oysters come from the 
East. They may be bought, in season, 
at fifty cents per can, containing two 
dozen. 

DAIRY PRODUCTS. 

It has long been a reproach upon 
Southern California that we have im- 
ported such large quantities of dairy 

roduce. This is no longer the case. 

he eggs consumed in Los Angeles are 
noarly all produced in the neighbor- 
hood. A couple of years ago they used 
to average twenty-five cents a dozen 
all the vear round. For several months 
past they have been quoted at fifteen 
cents, or even less. At present they 
are worth twenty cents. Very few 
persons make a specialty of raising 


this product. They are mostly brought 


in by small farmers, and ere handled 
on a narrow margin. 

All the butter now used in Los An- 
— is the California product, wuch of 
t being raised in this county, the rest 
coming from San Luis Obispo. Until 
recently the price averaged 75 cents a 
roll of two pounds. Good butter can 
now be purchased at less than half 
that price. As in the case of eggs, 
that made around here is mostly from 
small ranches which do not make a 
specialty of it. 

Much cheese is still imported, al- 
though we are beginning to make an 
excellent article at home, in some 
cases quite up to the standard of 
Eastern cream cheese. ~ It sells, at 
from 10 to 20 cents a pound. 

HONEY 
is an old and ‘leading product of 
Sonthern California. It is not many 


ears since there was little produced 
ere besides honey and hides. South- 


Piern California white-sage honey is a 


delicious article, which is found 
throughout the markets of the world. 
The beemen have their ranches in the 
mountains, from San Diego to Santa 
Barbara, back from the coast where 
there is no fog. This will be the best 
year for honey since 1884, but prices 
will rule low—4 cents a pound for 
strained honey, wholesale. It retails 
at from 10 to 12 cents at present. In 
the comb, one-pound frames are worth 
15 cents. There seems to be no logical 
reason why honey should be cheaper 
than sugar... Beemen claim that it 
pays better to sell extracted honey at 5 
cents a pound than at 15 cents in the 
comb. 

FRIJOLES. 

Our beans mostly come from Santa 
Barbara county, where they make a 
specialty of raising the ‘Arizona 
strawberry,” also the white variety. 
They sell at from 14 to 34 cents a 
pound. 

MEATS. 

Next we come to meats, of which 
less are consuumed in this than in 
warmer sections.” Until recently, we 
drew largely on Arizona for our beef, 
but most of that now consumed here is 
raised in California. Some of that 
which is still brought from Arizona 
‘en on foot, to save 


Bernardino and San Diego counties 
there ate some large herds of cattle. 
It is mot malty years since cattle 
ranged over all the bills around this 
city,, but horticulture is gradually 
driving the horned beasts further and 
furtheraway. Beef retails in our mar- 
ket at from 7 to 1S cents a pound, ac- 
cording to cut. 

Our mutton comes from this neigh- 
borhood and the northern part of the 
State. Itsellsat from 6 to 12} cents; 
lamb at 8 to 15 cents, and veal 


the same. 

All rk sold here is raised in 
California: Itis mostly fed on alfalfa, 
and then finished off on corn. It is 
freer from disease than eastern pork, 


and, while not quite egual to that 
raised in @ colder section for hams and 
bacon, leaves nothing to be desired in 
its fresh state. It sells at from 10 to 
12} cents. 

POULTRY. 

We have years been importing 
poultry to Angeles, almost by the 
trainload, but during the past six 
months our supply has come almost 
exclusively from local sources. It is 
mostly r by small farmers, few 
having as yet gone into the business 
extensively. hickens average in 

rice out 65 cents apiece. 

‘here are, plénty of ducks in the mar- 
ket, at abput the same price. Geese 
are worth $1.50, and in the fall turkeys

One of the most encouraging facts 
developed duting this investigation of 
our markets is that importations are 
constantly becoming less. We are 
rapidly reaching the hoped-for point 
when we shall grow all our perishable 
foed products at home. 

Having given in the foregoing a par- 
tial list of the varied and excellent 
ood products of the country, let us 
give the skilled, discriminating and 
tasteful housewife a chance to tell the 
story of what she does with them after 
they have reached her hands. 


IN THE HOUSEHOLD. 


The Sunny Housewlfe at Her Pleas- 
ant Tasks. 

With the early morning the Celestial 
vegetable-venders are abroad. It has 
been wondered if ‘‘John”’ ever sleeps, 
for at almost any hour of the twenty- 
four we find him astir.

sources from which to draw. Let us 
take a look into the kitchen, and see 
how things are prepared there, and 
then a glance at the dining-room will 
show the result of our catering. 

’ We bave bought some round, firm 
and red tomatoes. A part of them 
will be delicious sliced, then sprinkled 
with salt and pepper and a bit of 
sugar, finally pouring over them some 
clear white wine vinegar. There will 
still be enough of the fruit left for our 
tomato soup, or a which, prop- 
erly prepared, is a delight to the palate 
of the most exacting epicure. 

John has supplied us with small 
heads of crisp lettuce, and bunches of 
tender white celery. What mores 
tempting than this for a fresh salad? 
We atrip off the outer leaves and put 
the tender heads of pale green leaves 
into a basin of water, being careful 
not to cut them. Then the whitest 
stalks of celery are chosen and care- 
fully washed and allowed to lay in the 
water during the time that you ure 
preparing the salad dressing. Eggs 
are plenty, if our own hens are well 
cared for, s0 we can afford two, which 
are well beaten; then into a cup we 


pour over. it m 

well; then add salt, pepper and a table- 
spoonful of sugar; when the mixture 
is smooth we add to it, drop by drop, a 
spoonful or two of olive oil, stirring 
constantly. When well-blended, we 
fill the cup with vinegar, mix well, and 
then turn it slowly into the dish con- 
taining the beaten eggs. When the 
mixture is thoroughly prepared, the 


dish containing it is set into a 
kettle of oboiling water and 
then stirred continuously. and 


allowed to stand until it thickens. 
While it is cooling the lettuce is 
washed, drained and placed in the 
salad bow!; the celery is cut into pieces 
about a half an inch square and mixed 
with lettuce, and when the dressing is 
cold it is poured over it and sent to 
the table. 

Shall we have our steak with mush- 
rooms? John has supplied them, and 
for a change, instead of broiling our 


cooked with **manna.”’ 

The back yard is lively with our 
spring chickens. The plump yet fresh 
young peas which our celestial vege- 
table vendor bas supplied, are suggest- 
ive of an appetizing fricassee of chicken. 
For this we choose a dry-picked young 
fowl; cut it into joints, strip of the 
skin, rinse in warm water, dip in cold 
water, drain and dredge with flour. 
Put the pieces in a warm saucepan 
and cover with hot water. Add a bit 
of lemon peel, salt and pepper, and a 
sprig of parsley; simmer two bours and 
remove the chicken. Beat up the yolk 
of one egg with a gill of cream, add the 
Warm sauce and whip thoroughly. 
Piace the chicken on a dish, pour the 
sauce over it, put a border of het peas, 
fresh or canned, around it, and serve. 

Beets are boiled and sliced, and put 
in vinegar; the egg plant has laid long 
enough in salt water and is ready for 
the frying-pan, after we have dusted it 
with cracker crumbs, and our young 
summer squashes will cook almost as 
soon as the tender young ears‘of sugar- 
corn. In the morning hours, while yet 
the day was cool, and the air was full 
of the scent of heliotrope and rose, and 
the early spring morning was as fresh 
as Eden, we went ourself and picked 
some golden oranges from the tree; 
from the full-lacen lemon bough we 
gathered a dozen of the juicy Sicily 
lemons, with a hue like pale sunshine. 
Carrying them into our pleasant kitch- 
en, behind whose leafy screen of climb- 
ing vines the birds twittered and sang, 
we caught their mood of gladness as 
we prepared our dainty dessert of 
golden oranges, some of which were 
piled upon a dish of crystal and others

From our lemons came the de- 
lightfully-flavored lemon pie, with its 
finish of delicately browned meringue 
aud there is our great ice-pitcher filled 
with the nectar of lemonade, with just 
enough of acid and of sweet to make 
it perfect to the tuste and cooling to 
our thirst.

He is not to be classed with those Ni- 


hilists who infest Chicago, 
nor is he like Herr 
Most, Schwab an the other 


guzzling and alleged blood- 
thirsty Anarchists who make their 
headquarters in New York. He is not 
that kind of a Nihilist, but he is the 
genuine article. This man is none 
other than Stepniak, the famous Rus- 
sian author of “The Russian Storm 
Cloud,” “The Story of a Nihilist,” 
and many other works in which the 
present system of government in Rus- 
sia has been savagely attacked. 
Stepniak—for no one thinks of call- 
ing him by his real name, which is 


~ Kascheffsky—has long been anxious to 


visit the United States, and now in- 
tends todo so. The American people 
are likely to find the brilliant Russian 
a very interestin rson. They will find 
in him a type of the best class of Rus- 
sians. He is good looking, is a power- 
ful speaker as well as a brilliant writer, 
is intensely earnest, and has the cour- 
age of his convictions. 

In his way Sergius Stepniak is some- 
thing of a mystery. He appears in 
public but little. asionally he ap- 
pears atsome public meeting held in 
the interests of the poor and oppressed, 
or at indignation gatherings such as 
the recent mass meeting of London 
men and women, which was brought 
about by the newspaper reports of the 
outrages at the Kara prisons in Siberia.

Over this the lisse or 
tulle falls full, but the number of veils 
is less than formerly. Pierre Loti says 
that the dress of a Japanese Empress 
who lived at the beginning of the third 
century is still preserved at the temple 
of the Eight Flags. It consists of 
seven layers of vapory gauze. The 
modern maiden doesn’t call for more 
than three layers above the silk or 
satin foundation—satin, I believe, is 


preferred—and of these the inner- 
most is quite likely to be net 
carefully matching the gauze 


but a trifle less cobweb-like and fragile. 
This — skirt is straight and plain 
in the back; in the front it may be 
draped slightly. Some of the quaint 
Empire gowns allow only one straight 
veil of tulle over the foundation in 
front, but in this case it is well to have 
the tulle embroidered and the founda- 
tion slip very pretty. Neo-Greek drap- 
eries are charming over slips of China 
silk, the shade of the nets and gauzes. 
The slip is cut often as a princesse 
dress, and over this the lace, tulle or 
net hangs in classic folds.

The increase of the population in 
England and Wales is still very rapid. 


According to the statistics for 1889,/ A 


just published by the Registrar-Gen- 
eral, the births in that year were 885,- 
179, and the deaths 517,968, an in- 
crease of 367,211 within the twelve 
months, without allowing for immigra- 
tion. That is a good solid colony add- 
ed to the population every year. The 
total number now exceeds 29,000,000, 
or six times the population of 
Ireland,' which was once much 
more than half our own. 
The births of men exceed _ those 
of women by 16,411, so that the 
disproportion between the sexes in 
favor of women is due entirely to emi- 
ation and occupations abroad. But 
or these intervening causes the num- 
ber of the sexes would be nearly eyual, 
the excess of male deaths being more 
than fourteen thousand. At the pres- 
ent rate of increase the popenenee of 
England and Wales will in 1970 be at 
least sixty millions—rather a formida- 
ble prospect if it were certain that the 
rates would keep steady. There is, 
however, no certainty of the kind. —

is Keely an Impostor orthe Century’s 


Greatest Genius?—Utilizing the 
Subtile Polar Current 
of the Earth. 


Has the Genius of the Molecule Revealed 
Himself to Keely?—Musie Turned to 
Power — Harmony Produces Strange

- No. 1922 North Twentieth street, in 
Philadelphia, and proclaimed the ac- 
complishment of the dream of his life- 
time, the fulfilment of an undertaking 
so vast that philosophy has pooh- 
hoohed it and unbelieving science 
laughed it to scorn! His words meant 
a great dealtohim. If they did not 
convey the idea at once toa brain be- 
nighted by the fogs of prejudice and 
cauled in incredulity, it was no matter. 

“[ have finished my work! I have 
discovered my force! have accom- 
plished my task!” 

It was Keely who talked—Keely the 
Impostor or Keely the Pioneer on un- 
known scientific heights.

It 
(wars \ was the first time I had seen him alone 
pe face toface. Ihad gone first out of 
idle curiosity to see “the monumental 
humbug of the nineteenth century.” 
I had Bo ge over the pages of that 
wonderful book, ‘“‘Sketches of Impos- 
ture, Credulity and Deception” in all 
ages, wondering which of all the 
knave-foola and fool-knaves therein. 
7 held up to the detestation of posterity 
this “Philadelphia impostor’’ was like! 
Here he was, six feet one in height I 
should say; heavy black eyebrows over 
deep-set, earnest brown eyes, high 
, cheek bones, over which rested the legs

THREE WONDERFUL DROPS OF 
WATER. 


‘Last Saturday.a week ago,” said 
Keely on the occasion of our last in- 
terview, ‘Mr. Baker of the Engineer- 
ing News was here, and Dr. Leid 
also. I then performed the ex ri 
ment of disintegrating water and de- 
veloping from it a gaseous force which 
exerted a pressure of 15 tons tothe 
square inch. (That oe you 
have not yet seen.) I a performed 
before them the experiment of moving 
dead-weights at will up and down 
through water, ‘annihilating gravity,’ 
as has been said. ThatI have shown 
you.” 

- “How do you disintegrate water?’’ 
“TI applied to the transmitter (see cut 
herewith) oné end of the silver plati- 
num wire which you have seen used in 
allexperiments with the transmitter. 


The glass cylinders in which gravity appeared to be annihilated. 


There! That stands for just what 
it means to the thoughtful reader. It 
is Keely’s language, read over to him 
after being committed to writing. I 
didn’t understand it, but nobody ever 
understood the differential calculus or 
even the Abracadabra in a day or two 
diays. Let the scientific men walk the 
floor and wrestle with the problem of 
its significance. For here is the first 
actual notice to the world, in Keely’s 
own words, that he has finished the 
exploitation and experimentation of 
his force, that he has discovered it and 
knows what itis.

Bnt this transmitter is the force- 
erator, so-called, in which it is 


‘claimed that whatever power is used 


in most of Keely’s experiments is gen- 
erated. These experiments have on 
two recent occasions, at one of which 
I was present, been witnessed by 
scientific experts. It is proper, there- 
fore, to describe the transmitter. 

It is a cupboard about thirty inches 
high, on which stood a cylinder of what 
looked like bronze fitted with a series

diameter, also of the same metal and 


radiating a common center; the 
cylinder was surrounded. at its 
with a series of gradu- 


ated horizontal rods, solid and 
evidently of some resonant metal, 
and capped by a bell-shaped metal cup, 
in which appeared to be several tuning 
forks about four inches long, set parallel 
to each other. The cupboard door was 
open. Inside it appeared a curious- 
looking harp and a giass bell. 

The other end of the wire, which is 
attached in ull his experiments to the 
objects he moves or works on, is fas- 
tened either to the cylinder of this 
transmitter or to the harmonica. 
These are the engines in which his 
operative force—if there is any—is de- 
veloped. 


So many persons and personages 
bave been quoted as denouncing Keely, 
and denying that he bas or could have 
discovered any new force, that the 
names of some of those who have 
watched his recent experiments, and 
have not denounced him or denied the 
force, become of interest. Those who 
saw the ‘dance of molecules,’’as some- 
body called it, to the music of the 
mouth-harmonica, with no other ma- 
chinery in use than a wire and a bronze 
globe, asfar as any body could see, 
were Dr. Joseph Leidy and Robert M. 
Willcox. 
Keely takes one end of a silk cord 
ten or twelve feet long and attaches it 
to a button at one end of the harmon- 
ica. There is a small copper-colored 
metal cylinder, say five-eighths of an 
inch in diameter, fastened along one 
‘side of the harmonica. The button to 
which the cord has just been fastened 
at the extremity of this cylin- 
er.

‘There is no explanation 
of the effect thus produced, except by 
a vibratory force such as Keely assigns 
as the cause.”’

The prophet of the new force at- 
tached one end of his platinum-silver 
wire to his transmitter. The other 
end he fastened in the metal cap that 
covered one of the glass jars (cylinders) 
shown in the cut. This was a giass 
jar .such as chemists use, set on a 
heavy wooden tuble about five feet 
away from the transmitter. The jar 
on examination proved to have a 
solid glass bottom; it was about 
forty inches high and ten: inches 
in diameter. It was filled with what 
looked, smelled and tasted like Schuyl- 
kill water.

A New Motor. 

[Chicago Tribune.] 
“Ten years from now you will not 
see 80 many horses in Chicago,”’ said 
Charles Herold, who registered from 
Germany at the Grand Pacific. 

“A firm in Munich is making car- 
ri to be propelled by gas generated 
from benzine. Several of the new 
vehicles are in successful operation, 
and the company is securing patents 
in all the big nations of the world. I 
rode in one of the carriages not more> 
than two months ago. On the country 
roads we went at the rate of 10 miles 
an hour, but in the crowded streets we 
moved about as slowly as a horse car. 
The motor is placed in the rear 
over the main axle, and the benzine is 
carried in a receptacle under the seat, 
It holds enough for a trip of eighty 
miles. The gas mixture is ignited in a 
cylinder by an electric spark. The 
motor is started by simply turning a 
lever. A link chain belted to a wheel 
on the rear axle applies the power. In 
its make-up the carriage is something 
like a tricycle, having only three 
wheels, and it is guided precisely the 
same way. It is easy to increase or 
diminish the speed, and the carriage 
can be stopped in a moment. The sys- 
tem can be applied to small or large 
The cost is comparatively | 
ow.
